000,000 deficit for the fiscal year 
jusl ended was incurred because 
of a $3,300,000,000 drop in tax rev- 
enues. 


>' In the current fiscal year, he 


continued, he anticipates a fur- 
ther 2-bilIion-dollar drop in rev- 
enues and a rising level of ex- 
penditures to a total of around 79 
billions. 


An increase l.n the debt limit is 


the only sound course at the pres- 
ent time, Anderson said, adding 
that even the new ceiling may 
present problems to the Treasury 
before the end of the fiscal year.
